UNITED NATIONS (UPI). 
More than half of the world’s 
2,800,000,000 people live in Asia 
and by the year 2000, Asia may 
account for 60 per cent of the 
total, the United Nations re- 
ported Sunday.

Cortcern on the part of Atlanta alder- 
men as to the lack of enforcement of laws 
against slums was a long time in coming 
but is certainly welcome. 


Resolutions to be introduced by Al- 
dermen Jimmy Vickers and T. Wayne 
Blanchard at Monday’s board meeting 
should help to clear the air as to who is 
responsible for each phase of enforce- 
ment and to bring about a coordination 
of effort.

Yet instances of racketeering, of col- 
lusion by management with crooked labor 
leaders, secondary boycotts and coercive 
picketing practices are reported daily. 
Lack of congressional action is a shameful 
surrender to politics.

Suffolk, Va. — The idea that 
ordinary wage-earners can by 
high wages imbalance the econ- 
omy is ridiculous. 

The wage-earner can and does 
produce up to 20 times as much 
as he can use. He always has 
been able to do that, from the 
time of peonage and serfdom up 
to today’s machinery - based 
economy, and he has never re- 
ceived in wages enough to buy 
more than a meager fraction of 
his own production. It is not pos- 
sible for him to bid sufficiently 
high in the market for goods he 
produces to cause inflation. On 
the contrary, his low earnings, 
which low-grade human genius 
and effort, tend to have a defla- 
tionary effect on the economy. 

Economists must look  else- 
where for the cause of inflation, 
particularly in the areas of spec- 
ulation and credit, the areas of 
paper manipulation where noth- 
ing is produced but where scarci- 
ties are arranged for profit. 

And particularly they must look 
into the national debt where a 
few paper-holders can regulate in- 
terest rates and demand and get 
tribute from the whole people, im- 
posing a rising tax and an artifi- 
cial price on every product in 
the nation.

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conviction is that the imprint which Dulles made on the thinking 
of Americans and upon Western diplomacy did not come primarily 
from Dulles policies but fromthe qualities of the Dulles character

- The need is not a slavish per- 
petuation of Dulles policies. From 
time to time Dulles changed his 
own policies in the light of chang- 
ing conditions or his own changed 
appraisal of conditions. In many 
ways change is the only norm of 
our times. and it would be futile 
to judge Herter by trying to guess 
what Dulles would have done un- 
der similar circumstances. 

I hope — and believe — Amer- 
ican policy will continue to he 
guided by what seems to me the 
two special contributions which 
John Foster Dulles made during 
a period when so much wishful 
thinking resisted them, namely:

Satellite to Bounce 
Radio Across U.S. 
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tions the Space admin- 
istration cites the expected growth 
in overseas 


ephone calls—from

in 1970. At this rate of growth the 
present trans-Atlantic telephone 
cable, which was installed in 1956, 
is likely to have its capacity ex- 


| }eeeded in 1962. 


There are two basic methods 
for using satellites to relay radio 
signals. One is passive communi- 
cation satellites in which radio 
signals are merely reflected off 
the uninstrumented object in 
| Space. The other is an active re- 
| peater satellite in which signals 
‘from the ground are retrans- 
mitted by radio equipment in the 
satellite, either immediately or 
after a delay. 


For the moment the Space ad- 
ministration is concentrating on 
passive communication satellites 
on the ground that they are more 
immediately practical, while the 
Defense department is empha- 
sizing development of active re- 
peater satellites. 


The first passive communica- 
tions satellite is scheduled to be 
launched by the Space adminis- 
tration late this year. Now under 
development’ at the Space admin- 
istration’s Langley, Va., research 
center, the satellite will consist of 
an inflatable sphere made of alu- 
minized plastic film. Once in orbit, 
the 100-foot sphere will be in- 
flated by water, which will boil 
in the near-vacuum of space. 


The 65-pound satellite will be 
launched into an orbit which will 
have an average height of 1,000 
miles and travel between 50 de- 
grees latitude north and south. 


As the satellite passes over the 
United States, radio signals will 
be bounced off it between the 


East and West coasts. One of the | 


stations will be at Goldstone, 
Calif., where there is an 80-foot 


antenna for space communica- | 
tions. The other station will be 
at a still undisclosed site in New 
Jersey to be operated for the | 


Space administraton by a private 
company.

Two or 
three additional communications 
satellites are planned to be 
launched into the suncmenicnes 
orbit. 


In the ultimate communications 
system envisaged by the Space 
administration, the satellites will 
be placed in orbits 3,000 miles 
high, thus permitting greater dis- 
tances in the relaying of signals. 
The 3,000-mile-high satellite, it is 
estimated, will be able to relay 
signals between points 4,000 miles 
apart, or, for example, between 
the Solomon Islands in the Pa- 
cific and the West Coast of the 
United States. 


With the passive satellite sys- 
tem, the radio signals can be re- 
layed only so long as the satel- 
lite is within line-of-sight of the 
two points on the earth’s surface. 
In the first statellite, for instance. 
radio contact will be maintained 
between the East and West coast 
stations for only a matter of min- 
utes during the orbital passage.

Race to the grocery store to beat the crowd and then 
face home to get everything in the refrigerator before it becomes 
unfrozen. 


*. That doesn’t scratch the surface of newspaper deadlines, of 
Gourse, but after a lifetime of having them order my day I'd feel 
unsupported and unglued without them. 

But the really ridiculous fruit of this disease known as dead- 
line-itus is to be caught standing upon a bus, frantically trying to 
agsimilate a book of sermons in the next ten blocks. ‘ 

Weeks ago while browsing freely at the public library I came 
upon a book of essays and addresses by Henry Drummond, the 
British preacher who must have flourished about the turn of the 
century. This particular book was copyrighted in 1892 and it 
included a sermon which I have long known and admired called 
“The Greatest Thing in the World.”’ (This sermon is still in print 
@id available at bookstores in a small pocket size volume.) 


But I had never read anything else written by Mr. Drummond 
and I was curious about his other works. Happily, his essays and 
@ddresses came in a 28-day book and I figured that was ample 
time to commit them to memory if I chose to. (Which shows how 
E still cling to my girlish illusions. You’d think by now I'd know I 
Wouldn’t get to that book before the 27th day, at least.) 


Ridiculous as it is to tackle sermons in a rush I’m not sorry 
I did it because of the lovely way this preacher illumines old 
truths and stirs you to fresh endeavor. 

He has one addressed to young boys—the boys, I imagine, who 
Were in that day apprenticed out to English shopkeepers. He hangs 
his message on threé pegs understandable to any school boy— 
geography, arithmetic and grammar—in a way that would stick in 
ny young person’s mind for many years. 
= But one that made my bus trip as good as a trip to church 
“was the one called ‘How Fruits Grow.’ 


“Where does Joy come from?’ asked the sermon. “I knew a 
Sunday scholar whose conception of Joy was that it was a thing 
made in lumps and kept somewhere in Heaven, and that when 
people prayed for it, pieces were somehow let down and fitted 
Into their souls. I am not sure that views as gross and material 
are not often held by people who ought to be wiser. In reality, 
Joy is as much a matter of Cause and Effect as pain. No one can 
get Joy by merely asking for it. It is one of the ripest fruits of the 
Christian life, and like all fruits, must be grown. . . . Some lives 
have not even a stalk on which fruits could hang. . . . Some have 
never planted one sound seed of Joy in all their lives; and others 
who may have planted a germ or two have lived so little in 
sunshine that they never could come to .maturity.”

Dear Mrs. Mtker: 


What does ‘“‘dry behind the 
ears’’ mean, anyway?

All teen-agers go through a 
“suffering” stage when they 
believe their parents do not un- 
derstand them. Sometimes they 
are right—more often they are 
wrong. You started something 
when you asked “What does 
dry behind the ears mean?”’ 
To my surprise no one seems to 
know when, or how, the ex- 
pression originated — including 
my diligent librarian friends. 
(Hints from readers will be wel- 
come.) 


In your case, your parents’ 
meaning is quite clear. They 
actually are saying you are im- 
mature; too young to be inter- 
ested in boys. I can see noth- 
ing wrong in answering a boy's 
letter providing the letters can- 
not be misinterpreted as chas- 
ing the boy. 


There is a strange thing about 
parent-teen relationships. In 
many cases the day never 
comes when some parents are 
willing to admit (or believe) 
that their offspring are “dry 
behind the ears’’—even when 
married, holding down impor- 
tant jobs and intelligent, adult 
members of a community. 


Dear Mrs. Ricker: 


I am a 15-year-old girl. I know 
about the ‘‘facts of life” but I 
know nothing about the method 
of birth control. Since I want to 
marry and have children some 
day I think it is important that 
I am well-informed on this sub- 
ject. Do you have a booklet that 
would help me or can you tell 
me where I can send for one? 
Then I wouldn’t have to worry 
about something which I feel I 
ought to know. 


Since this column is conducted 
for teen-agers primarily and the 
majority of my readers are un- 
married I do not have any ma- 
terial on birth control. 


If and when you decide to 
marry, your family doctor can 
give you the information you 
mentioned. In the meantime 
there should be no reason to 
“worry” about your lack of 
knowledge of this particular 
subject.

“The best thing about television is the on-off 
button. If people don’t like what you do they can 
turn you off.” 


Steve Allen was doing the talking. He had 
just been told: 


“Some people think you get into the act on 
your own show too much. How do you feel about 
that?’’ 


Allen, who is known as one of the most out- 
spoken personalities in showbusiness (he wrote a 
letter to the governor of Alabama expressing his 
views on segregation, etc.), retorted: “‘Obviously 

‘I don’t think I get too much exposure. I’ve been 
in TV for 12 years....”™ It was then that he 
added the line about the ‘‘on-off button.” 


The versatile Mr. A. — songwriter, musician, 
comedian and author—apparently doesn’t plan to

make any changes in his way of doing things 
next year either. 

Although he is moving his own family and the 
crew of his show to the West Coast within 
another month and although he is moving his 
show from Sunday to Monday night next fall, 
Steve isn’t going to tamper with the routine of 
his program. 

“No changes. None whatsoever. None, that is 
other than the gradual metamorphisis which 
takes place.” 

To understand Allen’s attitude you would have 
to meet the man face to face. In person, he is a 
polite, genial but quiet man. He is a good listener. 
He is keenly interested in many things—politics, 
motor boats, nice clothes, newspapers and reac- 
tion of his television public. 

But Allen is a resolute man. 

Some critics have expressed a desire for Allen 


to do more music—play the piano more on his 
show. How about that? 


“Yes, we get a lot of mail about that, too,” he 
said.. “Music is secondary with us, however. 
We're basically a comedy show. We've always 
been classified as a musical-variety show—even 
have won some awards in that category. But 
we're a comedy show.” 

There had been rumors that the Allen Players 
~Don Knotts, Louis Nye, Tom Poston and Dayton 
Allen—might drop out of the cast. This con- 
ceivably could hurt Steve because he has devoted 
more and more time to the routines which fea- 
ture this quartet of funny men.

Steve had some good news about this, though. 
All of the boys with the possible exception of 
Poston are going to the Coast with him. 


“Poston is the only question mark. He might 
stay in New York and fly out to the Coast to do 
an occasional show,”’ Steve said. 


The Allen Players, incidentally, are under con- 
tract to the Allen show. But Steve says he does 
not hold them to their contracts. “When a man 
develops his own wings I believe in letting him 
fly,’’ he remarked. 


Now that he is happily married to Jayne 
Meadows, the beautiful actress and TV personal- 
ity, @veryone has been wondering whether the 
move to the Coast would upset her career. 


“Not one bit,” said Steve. “She'll do the same 
things out there she’s been doing here in New 
York. Jayne is an actress. She will find plenty to 
do in the movies.” 


The Allens have been wanting to move their 
home to California ever since they were married. 
Steve has said before that he wants to be near 
his three sons, Steve, Bryan and Dave. 


Steve said he and Jayne had bought a house 
(with pool) in the San Fernando hills. 


The move to the Coast will enable Steve to 
spend more time with his family, he said and he 
will devote more time to writing—songs, letters 
and books. 

“I’m expanding the stories which appeared in 
Look (Steve’s own story of his life) into a book 
which will be published by Henry Holt. And I 
will continue to write songs. I write about two or 


three a week. .. . Mostly late at night between 
midnight and 3 a.m. . . . I sleep until noon every 
day.” 


(Steve’s list of popular songs includes ‘South 
Rampart Street,” ‘‘Picnic,” “Pretend You Don’t 
See Her,”’ “‘Impossible”’ and ‘“‘Let’s Go to Church

Il Duce 
Dies in 


TV Film 


The intrigue-filled last days in 
the life of Benito Mussolini, Ital- 
ian strong man, will be recre- 
ated Thursday night in a special 
television drama which will em- 
ploy some of the best writing, 
acting and production talent in 
the theater. 

Nehemiah Persoff and Harry 
Guardino, supported by such 
outstanding character actors as 
Eduardo Cianneli, Michael An- 
sara, Ilka Windish and Erica 
Remberg, will star in the Play- 
house 90 version of ‘‘The Killers 
of Mussolini.”’ 


Curtain time is 9:30 p.m. 
Thursday on Channel 5. 

Directed and produced by 
Buzz Kulik, the 90-minute drama 
unveils the violent end of the 
jut-jawed little leader of the 
Italians who was known as Il 
Duce. 


His dual role marks the first 
time in three seasons of Play- 
house 90 that one man has both 
produced and directed. 


Persoff, who won wide acclaim 
for his role of Pablo in Play- 
house 90’s “For Whom the Bell 
Tolls,” will portray Mussolini. 
Guardino, recently seen on this 
same show in ‘‘Made in Japan’”’ 
will enact the role of Neri, an 
anti-Fascist partisan leader. 


A. E. Hotchner, the writer 
who adapted Ernest Heming- 
way’s “For Whom the Bell 
Tolls’”’ and ‘‘The World and Nick 
Adams,” among others, is au- 
thor of this story. He was a war 
correspondent in Italy at the 
time of Mussolini’s death. He 
was a first-hand observer at 
many of the events leading to 
Mussolini's fall from a position 
of world prominence to that of a 
tormented fugitive. 

Hotchner also has revisited the 
area of Mussolini’s flight and on 
his many subsequent trips to 
Italy has done extensive re- 
search with the people who end- 
ed fhe dictator’s iron rein.

George Mannas, manager of 
The Lighthouse restaurant on 
Peachtree road, delights in con- 
ducting his diners on a tour of 
his ‘‘ship.” 

Starting with the identifying 
lighthouse in front of the es- 
tablishment, and the ragged 
rocks around it, one is imme- 
diately enveloped by a marine 
atmosphere. 


You may wish to dine on The

murals painted by Atlanta’s 
Jenny Ross, lending to an ef- 
fect of a pier jutting out over 
water.

Rising above The Dock on 
the fourth side is the hull of 
the Sweet Genevieve, a clever 
replica of a ship which seems 
to be tied alongside the docks. 
You may, if you wish, dine on 
the deck of the Sweet Gene- 
vieve. Here, a deck railing and 
canopy, forecastle, and port- 
holes give the diner a sensation 
of being on a seagoing vessel. 


Mr. Mannas will also take 
you to Davey Jones’ Locker— 
a large dining room reserved 
for private parties. The walls 
are completely done in murals 
of sea-green to simulate under- 
Sea life. 


Many varieties of fish seem 
to be swimming around you, 
while off in one corner lies 
the wreck of the Hesperus. As 
an added fillip to the feeling 


of being fathoms under the sea, 
the floor of Davey Jones’ Lock- 
er is painted to resemble the 
ocean's floor. 


The lounge at The Lighthouse 
is aptly named the Shipwrecked 
Sailors Lounge, and is furnished 
in the manner of a captain’s 
cabin.
